‘Tne following statements will show the eendition of our 
schools. 
DISTRICT No. 1. 

John L. Read, Agent, Sarah E. Lawrence, teacher. ‘The 
school in this district received good instruction and profited by it. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Jonn L. Foster. Agent. Mary A. Field, Teacher. There are 
good scholars here and their advancement was satisfactory. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


Seth Mitchell, Agent. Abbie F. Patten, Teacher, Sarah I. 
Lawrence, Josephine W. Bradford, teachers. The teachers were 
well qualified for their work and faithful in the performance of it, 
but the school is completely demoralized and received but little 
benefit from their efforts. The citizens of the district need to 
ponder these facts. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


David T. Jones, Agent. ‘Louisa M. Jones, Etta C. Champ- 
ion, teachers. There are bright, active scholars in this school, 
and the first and second terms they made very fair progress. 
The third term, having suffered some interruptions, is now in ses- 
5jOn.

DISTRICT No. 5. 


Walter Read; Agent. S. Frances Spalding, teacher. ‘There 
are more scholars here than last year, and under careful instruc- 
tions they made permanent acquisitiofs. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


Augustus Crooker, Agent. Mary A. Fuller, Louise M. 
Jones, teachers. The scholars are studious and easily governed. 
Some have done remarkably well and improvement is manifest in 
all. 

DISTRICT No. 7. 


John McGilvray, Agent. Addie E. Shedd, teacher. There 
has been a great change here under the care of their skillful 
teacher, the scholars became punctual, orderly, ambitious and in- 
dustrious, and though they are not so far advanced as some, they 
appeared to better advantage than any one in the town. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 


James W, Longa, Agent. Hortensia McMillan, teacher. The 
pupils are few and young, but have done as well] as could be ex- 
pected. » | 
DISTRICT No. 9. ‘. 


F. BL. Flanders, David Henderson, Agents. Annie E. Ken- 
dall, L. Anna Wilkins, teachers. For many reasons the Sum- 
mer term was not a profitable one. The winter term is now in 
session. 

DISTRICT No. 10. 


Nathan Parker, Agent. Lenna M. Dudley, teacher. There 
is not much to report here. On the whole the scholars appeared 
to make some advancement. 

DISTRICT No. 11. 


J.L. Bowers, Agent. Lizzie D. Bowers, teacher. ‘here is 
no change to report. In addition to the twelve weeks reported 
there has been a private school twenty-three weeks in length.

apparent. The scholars, particularly the older ones, are very 
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Our schools are not in a satisfactory condition. Though there 
are praiseworthy exceptions our scholars are needlessly tardy 
and irregular in their attendance and their standard of scholar- 
ship. : 

There is need of the same wisdom in obtaining teachers that 
is shown in procuring the services of a mechanic, viz: a pre- 
ference of quality over quantity of work. ; 

There should be a due regard for the authority of the teacher. 

Your attention is invited to the “Digest,” of school laws, 
Chapter 5. 

There is needed the right kind of interest in the schools. No 
one, whether a parent or not, is excused from this. 

There should be the pressure at home that should force the 
children to punctual and regular attendance, and to orderly 
conduct. ‘The empty pleas ot sickness, and the foolish requests 
for holidays should not be heeded fora moment ; the parent’s 
urgent need of their services should seldom detain them. At- 
tention to the duties of the school should be the business. 

No text-books have been introduced, but some change is 
needed. A parser has been recommended to such of the schol- 
ars as were fitted for it. Considerable attention has been given 
to writing. © 

Many of the scholars were tardy but once, several were ab- 
sent but one-half day, and some were neither tardy nor absent 
during one term. The following are the names of those report-
